PANIC IN BIG CHURCH. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) | 
ROME, April 4.—During masse at St. Peter’s 
this morning an insane man entered the 
church and, leveled a revolver at the priest. 


man who rushed to disarm him. The con- 
gregation, which included many Americans 
and English, became panic etricken and 
rushed out of the building. The man was 
disarmed. 

It was learned by the police that the man 
waa «a bricklayer named Pietro Desanti end 
that he was 42 years old. He said he wes 
a native of Istria. He added that he was 
nefther a socialist nor an anarchist, but an 
antilerical who heted all religions and 
priests. 

He said he came to Rome last August with 
the fixed intention of killing the pope. At 
first ®% was his intention to get a place as 
a gardener in the Vatican grounds and wait 
an opportunity to shoot his holiness as he 
was taking « welk there. Later he realised

6 of reaching the papal apartments 
owing to the strict surveillance maintained 
by the Vatican guards. 


Regrets Escape of Priest. 

He then decided to kil a priest and for that 
purpose he purchased a revolver and went to 
St. Peter's, where he waited till the mass was 
ended. Then he drew his weapon and aimed 
at the celebrant ag the latter passed him on 
hie way to the sacristy. Much to his regret, 
he said, he missed the priest, but he would 
try again if he ever got the chance. 

Desanti also told the police that hfs hatred 
of religion was due to the fact that an uncle 
and aunt who had reared him had disinherited 
him at the instigation of the priests and hag 
left their money to the church. 

When he found this plan was on foot he 
killed his uncle and aunt and was sentenced 
to death. Afterward this was commuted to 
life imprisonment. He served twenty years 
and was then released. Upon regaining his 
Hberty he emigrated to the United States, 
where he worked hard and saved enough 
money to enable him to come to Rome. His 
idea all the time was to kill the pope. 


Pope Shocked by Outrage. 

The pope when informed of the outrage was 
shocked and grieved. He told his attendants 
that he attributed the saerilege to the grow- 
ing sentiment of anti-clericaMem in Italy. 

The pope sent hia blessing and a message 

of sympathy to Mgr. Orzi, the priest who wae 
attacked, at the same time congratulating 
him on hie fortunate escape. Later he for- 
warded §200 to the wounded policeman and 
expressed the intention of conferring upon 
him the pontifical order Pro Ecclesia Ponte- 
fice. ;

Carter H. Harrison was elected mayor of 
Chicago for the fifth time yesterday. He 
defeated Charlies E. Merriam, Republican 
nominee, by a plurality of 17,182. Along with 
Mr. Harrison were elected the-other two 
candidates on the Democratic ticket. Henry 
Stuckart was elected city treasurer and 
Francis D. Connery was reé@lected city clerk. 

For the first time in twenty-five years both 
the city and Cook county administrations are 
in the hands of the Democrats. 

The defeat of Merriam and Harrison's vie- 
tory may be ascribed to a variety of causes. 
The bad weather was blamed for keeping 
some vyoters at home, a supposed detriment 
to the Republican candidate; yet the vote 
was large, being 86 per cent “ the registra- 
tion. 

Lack of O-sgutetion Hurts, 

“ Knifitg * and’ tn® lack of codperation of 
the Republican organization men with the 
Merriam campaign were also charged with 
having a large share ir the result. 

The total vote for the five mayoralty can- 
didates was 366.908. The stay-at-homes num- 
bered exactly 56,626. 

Of the vote cast, Harrison received 40 per 
cent, Merriam 44 per cent; Rodriguez, the So- 
clalist, 6 per cent, while a total of 1 per cent 
went to Brubaker and Prince. 

Up to the time of the closing of the polis 
at 4 o’clock each side was overflowing with 
confidence, based on advance estimates from 
the precincts. First reports were from the 
fourteen precincts in which the voting ma- 
chines were used, and these were fairly en- 
couraging to the Merriam management, but 
this jubilation was brief, as the machines 
had been placed in Republican territory and 
Harrison went into the lead as soon as figures 
began coming in from other precincts. 


Harrison Men Watch Details, 

Sharp fighting marked the election from 
the moment the polls opened at 6 o’clock. 
Every point known to the expert, old-time 
politicians back of Mr. Harrison was seized 
by them and utilized for each possible gain. 
It is doubtful if ever a local politica! struggle 
was conducted with a more careful attention 
to the details. ‘“‘ Organization” was the 
Harrison siogan. 

On the Merriam side there was a greater 
reliance upon argument and sentiment; less 
upon the detaile of organization. The Re- 
publican party ‘“‘ machine ” was not well oiled. 
In a sense the Merriam campaign was am- 
ateurish, proceeding on the lines of a people’s 
candidacy, with the assumption that party 
lines had been stnashed beyond recognition 
The appeal was made to what was supposed. 
to be the average citizen's desire for @ pro- 
gressive city government. 


Lay Pians for Future. 

The response was not !n proportion to the 
expectationg of Ald. Merriam’s advisers. 
True, they planned their progressive cam- 
paign partly with an eye to the future, even 
if success were not immediate. 

Not only did Mr. Merriam declare repeated- 
ly that, win or loge, this fight had just be- 
gun and would be waged along the same lines, 
but his managers took into consideration the 
possibility of defeat by organizing for the 
future, instead of merely for Merriam. In- 
stead of a Young Men's Merriam club, that 
organization was styled the Young Men's 
Republican Progressive club and an attempt 
is to be made to hold together its 25,000 mem- 
bers for the political battles to come inside 
the party and for its control. 


“Personal Liberty” Wins Votes. 

Back of Harrison, as the influences of 
greatest voting power, were ranged the 
larger parts of the United Societies and the 
foreign vote. The officers of the United So- 
cleties, whose shibboleth ts “ personal iib- 
erty,’ were Harrison Democrats, and under 
their leadership an indorsement of Harrison 
was secured from the political action com- 
mittee. While an element of the United So- 
cieties refused to be bound by the commit- 
tee’s declaration of preference, the result in- 
dicated that it was potent among thousands 

As nearly all of the affiliated bodies in the 
United Societies are composed of voters of 
foreign blood, their contribution to the Har- 
rison vote was virtually from the same 
source. While there were defections from 
the Democratic Lhominee among the Ger- 
mans, and to a less degree among the Poles, 
Jews, and Bohemians, credit must be given 
the perspicacity of the Harrison managers 
in thetr claime as to the foreign vote. The 
strength of the German vote is indicated by 
the fact that Betifurs, Republican nominee 
for city treasurer, ran ahead of Merriam 


Treachery on All Sides. 
However, it wasn't all due to the foreign 
vote or the United Societies or the alarm 
ety of “biue laws” if Merriam should be 
elected. The residence wards. usually 
Republican, fell by the wayside with «@ 
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supporters. Treachery to the ticket trotted 


around at a lively clip, as shown by the 


casualties, and the “ machine ’’ RepuDlicang 
were active in sticking a knife into a pro- 
gressive movement that, of course, could 
mean nothing to, their personal advantage.

The results of thé aldermanic contests are, 
as a whole, highly gratifying to the officers 
of the Municipal Voters’ league. Twenty- 
five out of the thirty-seven aldermen chosen 
were recommended for election by the league, 
and of the remaining twelve three were re- 
garded as qualified for the office or accept- 
able. ' 

Naturally it is not surprising that unfit 
men like Kenna, Egan, Cullerton, . Kunz, 
Brennan, Powers, and McInerny should he 
reélected. Yet ™® must be noted that the 
plurality of Kunz in the Sixteenth ward was 
cut down from about 2,000 in 1900 to 893 this 
year and that of McInerny In the Twenty- 
ninth ward from about 2,500 in the last elec- 
tion to 608. Another time it may be possible 
to defeat even these undesirables. 

A fair redistricting of the city will go far 
towards bringing about such a beneficent 
result. 


Defeat for Useful Men Deplored. 

Personally, I deplore the defeat of such 
experienced and well qualified men as Milton 
J. Foreman in the Third, Arthur W. Fulton 
in the Thirteenth, and Francis W. Taylor in 
the Twenty-first. However, Taylor's oppo- 
nent in the Twenty-first ward, Elis Geiger, 
was characterized’ by the league asa “ man 
of high character, ability, and energy.” 
Thomas J. Ahern inthe Thirteenth as a “man 
of activity and good reputation,” and Albert 
R. Tearney. the man who defeated the con- 
spicuously able Foreman, as “ energetic and 


of good reputation.” 
Some Causes for Refoicing. 


The citizens of Chicago may well rejoice 
that Joseph F. Ryan has been elected in the 
Fourth ward to succeed James M. Dailey; 
that the unfit Moynihan was again defeated 
by Emerson in the Eighth, and that Lewis 
D. Sitts a worthy and industrious alderman, 
will begin his fifth term in the council as the 
representative of the Seventeenth ward. 
Here. too. the notorious Stephen P. Revere 
wae defeated by Stanley S. Walkowiak. 

The election in this ward of Walkowlak. a 
Democrat, and Sitts, a Republican, is a trib- 
ute to the independence and discriminating 
judgment of the voters, whom their neigh- 
bor. Stanley Kunz, has so often sought to 
dominate. 

Another triumph was won in the Thirty 
fifth ward, where John 8.

‘TRIBUNE’ LIGHT GIVES RESULT 
TO WATCHERS ALL OVER CITY. 


Flashes on Clouds Tell Far Off Election 
Fans That’ Harrison Has Been Vic- 
torious—Bulleting Hold Crowds. 


Thousands of persons al] over Chicago last 
night received their first information of the 
result of the election when they saw the big 
search light on the top of the Tribune build- 
ing weaving its way about the horizon. 


-Other thousands stood in the rain about the |" 


Tribune building watching the bulletins 
thrown on to the screéns on the Hartford 
building from the third flaor of the Tribune 
and from Grant’s hotel, o® the opposite cor- 
ner. The crowds extende@ for a block on 
both Dearborn and Madison streets. 

As fast as the reports came into Tar 
TRIBUNE Office over the telephone they were 
shot into the bulletin room. There two men 
were kept busy scratching out with uninked 
pens on the lampblacked slides the purport 
of the messages. 

As soon as they were ready the slides were 
thrown before the lantern and cast on the 
canvas. Hardly a minute thus elapsed be- 
tween the arrival of a bulletin in Tue 
TRIBUNE Office and its publication to the 
crowd. The same system was repeated in 
the Hotel Grant. 

The 30,000 candle power searchlight on the 
roof of the Tribune ‘building stood idle until 
the result of the vote was no longer in doubt: 
then it sputtered, lit, and, in slow circles cut 
knifelike through the mist. Twice it turned 
completely around, then it began swinging 
back and forth in long half circles. And, all 
over the city, men turned to each other and 
said. sadly or joyfully, according to their 
convictions, ‘‘ Harrison.”

Although political lines crossed and re 
crossed so frequently in the races for city 
clerk and city treasurer that smiling refere 
ences to “ the double cross "’ were made 
came apparent after a brief flurry in the early 
returns that the two Democratic rominees, 
Francis D. Connery and Henry Stuckart, had 
been elected. 

Connery was reélected to the post of city 
clerk by a figure that astonished the Har- 
risonites, although it had been a furegone 
conclusion that he would have an easy race 
against William Mayhew, a clerk in the law 
department of the board of loca! improve- 
menis, Who was a political unknown until! the 
primaries, when he astounded the organiza- 


tion by beating out John C. Cannon, formee 
chief clerk of the election board 


Stuckart Is Given a Scare. 

Beilfuss, on his record as an alderman, 
and as chairman of the special parks com- 
mission, gave Stuckart a scare. He has been 
active in German organization and expected 
a wide support from them and was slightly 
disappointed at the showing he made ip some 
of the more Teutonic wards. 

Connery ran ahead of his ticket by nearly 
23.000 votes. His total was 175,241 and 
Mayhew's was 135,241 

Stuckart also had a slight lead on Harrison 
He polled 168,275 votes to: the 147,802 regis 
tered for Beilfuss, a plurality of 20,383. or 
3,251 more than Harrison's margin of safety. 

Connery’s strength was said by the politi- 
clans to have come largely from a Demo- 
cratic support undivided by factionalism, ex- 
cept as it extended to the office from the 
Dunne-anti-Harrisonism coupled with the 
added vigor of support from a part of the 
Republican forces, notably the Busse-Con- 
nery element of the organization. He cam- 
paigned with Harrison and Stuckart and 
was much more active than his opponent 
Mayhew who, if he appeared on the stump, 
kept the matter a secret from the public at 
large. 

Beilfuss Down with Merriam. 

Beilfuss was urged to become a candidate 
for the treasurership long before the ap- 
proach of the campaign and after Merriam 
announced his candidacy Beilfuss was ala 
loss what to do. The regular organization 
had sought him out at a late date with an 
offer of support on the regular ticket at ihe 
primaries and he had declared their advances 
lacking something in whole heartedness. 

When the Merriam committee approached 
him he consented to add his name to the Mere 
riam ticket and campaigned regularly with 
the south side alderman. What effect the 
“ knifing '’-of Merriam ‘had to do with Belle 
fuss’ defeat will not be known until an oOp- 
portunity for closer study of the ward re 
turns is possible.

It isa proposition, 
of course, exclusively for the city council to 
determine. There should be no delay in get- 
ting the Hagenah report and placing it before 
the subcommittee of the council committee 
on gas, oil, and electric light, and withina 
reasonable time have it before the full com- 
mittee for consideration. I can see no reason 
why the matter should not be before the 
council for final determination by the middle 
of May. It shall be my effort to have the 
Hagenah report made public at the earliest 
possible moment.”’ 


Subway First Importance. 

“What do you consider the subject af 
prime importance in your coming adminifstra- 
tion?’ 

“Construction of a subway system, in 
particular, and a conservative and uniform 
policy regarding public utilities,"" Mr. Har- 
rison answered. 

“To this end,” Mr. Harrison continued, 
“I expect to oppose without reserve all 
pending public utilities legislation now be- 
fore the genera] assembly. I do not care 
whether it is legisiation which affects only 
the downstate cities or whether it relates 
directly to Chicago.” 

Mr. Harrison was asked to outline his 
policy as to “ personal liberty’’ and law 
enforcement. 

“I thin kthatI meade that very plain during 
the campaign,’’ he answered. “I have no 
reagon to change the policy which obtained 
during my former administrations. I believe 
in personal Mberty and in the ‘ ddntinenta! 
Sunday.’ Liberty fis not license, however, 
and to say that thé administration will view 
liberally the manner in which our great for- 
eign element in particular defines personal 
liberty is not to say that the city is to be 
turned over to the mob.”

carter Henry Harrison, sixth of the name 
in direct descent from a line of Kentucky 
and Virginia pioneers, was born on April 23, 
1860, in a house at the southwest corner of 
Clark and Harrison streets. He has been 
close to the heart of things in Chicago 
ever since. 

His father was mayor of Chicago four times 
in succession, beaten once by alleged crooked 
count, elected for a fifth term, and shot by a 
disgruntled office seeker in 1893, while serv- 
ing that term. This paternal inheritance, 
alone, would have placed Carter the Sixth 
high in the affections of Chicago, but the 
gon, on his own initiative, has rivaled his fa- 
ther’s record. 

He, too, served four terms as mayor, has 
lost once at the primaries, and now has been 
elected for a fifth term; building up all the 
time a record to hand on to his son, Carter 
Henry Harrison the Seventh. 


Brought Up on West Side. 

Harrison, although now a resident of the 
north side, is considered by west siders as 
one of their ‘‘ own peopie,’’ as it was there 
he was brought up. When 6 months old his 
parents moved to the southwest corner of 
Hermitage avenue and Congress street, 
where his father owned a full square block 
of land, and a few years later established 
the Harrison homestead on Reuben street, 
now Ashland avenue, where the father re- 
sided until his death. This property was 
bought from H. H. Honoré, father of Mrs. 
Potter Palmer. 

The boy attended the public schools until 
13 years old. He then was sent to Germany, 
where he epent four years. three years at 
Saxe-Altenburg and a year dat Hefdelberg. 
On his return to Chicago he entered St. Igna- 
tius college, graduating in 1881. He then en- 


pleting his course in 1883. 

He began the practice of law as an assist- 
ant in the office of the city attorney, but be- 
came disgusted with the work assigned him, 
chasing witnesses, and threw up the job. 
It was his only experience as a practicing 
lawyer. He soon formed a partnership with 
his brother, William Preston Harrison, and 
Charlies J. Lonergan for the transaction of a 
real estate business. 


Enters Field of Journalism. 

He was married on Dec. 14, 1887, to Miss 

Edith Ogden, daughter of Justice Robert N. 
Ogden of the Court of Appeals of Louisiana, 
and sister of Mrs. Heaton Owsley. They 
have two children, Carter the seventh, and 
Miss Edith Ogden Harrison. 
He first attracted general attention in 
1891. Hie father had bolted the convention 
and nominated a rival ticket. All the news 
papers fought him bitterly and he was 
forced to make an exhausting speaking cam- 
paign, throughout which he was accom- 
panied by his son, and although the young 
man never spoke he came in for much news- 
paper ridicule. 

In 1807 Mr. Harrison was nominated for 
mayor and he received a majority of all votes 
cast, even against three opposing candidates 
~Harlan, Sears, and Hessing. 

In 1899 he again was nominated and elected | 
by 40,000 plurality over Carter and Altgeld. 
In 1901 he walked away from Hanecy with 
his Lorimer-Yerkes entanglementa, and in 
1908 defeated Stewart by a scant 8,000 votes. 
In 1005 he was not a candidate. 


Work Summarized by Kent. 

His work 28 mayor was summerized in 
1905 by William Kent, who had been regarded 
by Harrison as an enemy for his crusades 
against rottenness in his police department, 
in part as follows: 

“In all thie struggle Carter Harrison hae 
played a manly part. But the tractionques 
tion was the main issue. It was not a ques. 
tion of public policy, but a fundamental one 
of whether men like Madden and Powers 
could sell and Yerkes and the cowards hiding 
behind him could buy the citizenship of Chi-

New Speaker Says Democrats 
of House Must Uphold 
People’s Trust. 


TARIFF TO BRING FIGHT. 


Seventeen Take Seats as Senators 
for First Time; Big Change 
in the. Body. 


Washington, D. C. April 4—The sixty- 
second congress met in extraordinary session 
What the session wil! bring forth in 
the way of legislation or when it will adjourn 
were matters on which ‘no one in Washington 
cared to venture an opinion. Tariff reci- 
procity with Canada wiil, of course, be con- 

sidered as that was the subject which Presi- 
dent Taft called the session to consider. 

President. Taft's message, dealing with 

Canadian reciprocity, will be read in both 
houses tomorrow. 
‘The Democrats took full possession of the 
house and put Champ Clark of Missouri in 
the speakers chair. In his speech accept- 
ing the honor, Mr. Clark. warned the Demo- 
cratic members that the party was on trial 
and that it had an opportunity, for the first 
time in sixteen years, to prove its worthiness 
for a still higher expression of confidence 
on the part of the people. 

Throughout the day the shadow of the 
1912 presidential fight hovered about the 
capitol and there is no question but that 
maneuvers for political advantage will play 
an important part in the affairs of the session. 


Fight Over Tariff. Revision. 

The Democrats of the house have formu- 
lated’ an ambitious program, which includes 
the revision of a number of the schedules 
of the Pay ne-Ald@rich tariff law. 

On the other hand, Republican leaders of 
the senate have announced that there shall 
be no tariff legislation at the session. They 
say they aré not alarmed at the threat of 
the Democrats to hold back.tbe reciprocity 
agreement until action is secured on several 
tariff bills. 

From a political standpoint itis likely that 
one of the mast [mportant things the Demo- 
cratic house wil! do will be to orderan in- 
vestigation of the various departments and 
branches of the government service. The 
Democrats claim there have beén no such in- 
vestigations for twenty years. 

The seselion- of the bouse today was de- 
voted* wholly to the work of organization. 
The adoption of the new rules was put over 
until tomorrow. The Republicans under the 
leadership of Representative Mann of lli- 
nois, will make thetr first fight on these. The 
Republicans resent the action of the Demo- 


erats in increasing the membership of various 


house committees without increasing the per- 
centage of minority representation. 

The Republican Insurgents in the house in- 
dicated their purpose of continuing to-act 
independently ‘by declining to vote for Mr. 
Mann-for speaker, and ,hby giving their eup- 
port to Representative Cooper of Wisconsin. 


Democrat Joins Insurgents. 

The insurgents gained a member when Rep- 
resentative Theron Akin of New York. 
elected as an * Independent Democrat” and 
heretofore carried on the Democratic rolls, 
cast his Ict with them and chose @ seat on 
the Republican side.

HUNT CARBEARING BOY 5 BODY 


Postal Reveals Sea ae of Ex- 
Convict on Prosecutor. 


QUAKER CITY LAD STOLEN. 


Believed Locked Up to Starve Some- 
where on B. & O. Lines. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 4.—{Special.]—To 
keep a vow of vengeance which he made 
against Assistant District Attorney Joseph 
P. Rogers, a convict, on March 27 enticed 
12 year old Bernard Rogers, a nephew of the 
lawyer and an orphan, to the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad yards at Thirty-fourth and 
Reed streees and locked him in anempty box 
car. 

This is the statement on a postal card 
presumably written by the convict, which 
was received by Cornelius F. Rogers, a 
brother of the assistant district attorney, 
with whom the lad lived, today. 

The card is signed with the prison num- 
ber ‘“ 8,643-C-352,'’ and in it the writer ex- 
presses glee over the misery he has made 
the relatives of the boy feel and hopes the 
child is now dead. 

The police arrested an escaped convict, 
Henry Becker, who bore the prison number 
signed on the card. He appeared insane and 
protested he knew nothing of the kidnaping. 
He was prosecuted by Rogers. 


‘Writer Hopes Boy Is Dead. 

The postal card was dated April 3 and 
mailed at Station D, which is at Eighteenth 
and Christian streets. This ig the message 
it bore: 

‘‘ Cornelius F. Rogers—Dear Sir: Your 
nephew you will find in an empty box 
car, D., LL. & W. No. 59496, which I put 
him in at Thirty-fourth and Reed streets, 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 

‘The uncle of the said boy convicted 
me for four years and sent.me to the 
penitentiary. I swore vengeance on him. 
But I take greater pleasure in making his 
people miserable, like he made my sis- 
ters. If this does not work I will see him 
again. This is no phoney letter, and I 
hope he is dead. Yours from the pen. 

If the story is true, the Rogers boy must 
have been dead for several days, as he would 
have been without anything to eat or drink. 


Start Hunt for Car and Boy. 

So startling was the message the card con- 
tained that the police began a searching in- 
vestigation. Every effort is making to find 
the car in which the card says the boy was 


placed.

LAWYERS IN EAST 


Hundreds in Gotham Unable 
to Pay Dues in Their 
Association. 


ADMIT THEY ARE POOR. 


Committee Told Money Is Lack- 
ing to Keep Up with Their 
Colleagues. 


New York, April 4.—[Specia!.]—Hard times 
have beset many lawyers in Manhattan and 
the Bronx, according to the report of the 
membership committee of the New York 
County Lawyers’ association, which tells of 
the dropping of t80 members for nonpayment 
of dues. 

Benno Levinson, 119 Nassau street, chair- 
man of the membership committee, said most 
of the lawyers were financially able to pay 
the dues, but had misunderstood the obliga- 
tion undertaken by them in signing their 
names to thecal) for the organization of the 
association three years ago. 

He was asked whether the large number 


of lawyers dropped for failure to pay dues 
proved there were hard times confronting 
the legal profession, and whether there had 
been a great falling off in the practice and 
receipts of lawyers. 

“ Personally, I believe that in some quar- 
ters lawyers are at present experiencing hard 
times indeed,” he said. ‘‘ Our association 
recently made a census of lawyers in New 
York county and found they numbered 12,130. 
I should say several thousand of these are 
making only the barest living. These could 
not spare the $10 needed for membership in 
our association.

Millionaire Creichfield Fatally 
Hurt Guarding Interests. 


WAS NATIVE OF ILLINOIS. 


Man Who Defied Castro of Venezuela 
Fired Upon from Ambush, 


Washington, D. C., April. 4.—George Creich- 
field, an American, was shot from ambush 
at his ranch near Tuxtam, Mexico, and prob- 
ably fatally wounded, according to a tele- 
gram received today by the state depart- 
ment from United States Consul Miller at 
Tampico. The department immediately 
ordered the consul to make an investigation. 
Mr. Creichfield is 51 and a native of Illinois, 
but has resided in New Jersey for some 
years. 

Left to Protect Property. 

Mr. Creichfield ie well known in New Jer- 
sey as a man of affairs and is reputed to bea 
millionaire. He left for Mexico sbout two 
months ago, whsn he heard that the revolu- 
tionary troubles had epread tothe ricinity of 
the asphalt lakes, mines, and chicle forests 
in which he was interestec 
that his efforts to protect his pr 
brought about the attack upon him 

As a mining engineer Mr. Creichfield was 
one of the first to go to Central America. His 
name and fame as an explorer and a stubborn 
fighter for his rights are knowa from the Rio 
Grande to the equator. 


Organized Asphalt Company. 

He organized the Venezuela Asphalt com- 
pany in 1903 and boughtan paenes lake from 
President Castro. 

Disregard of the agreement of Castro to 
impose no tax on the exportation of asphek, 
provided the company built a railroad from 
the lake to the sea prompted an interne- 
tional controversy which at one time threat- 
ened to call for armed force. After expell- 
ing Castro the Venezuela government paid 
the company $460,000 in settlement of a 
$2,000,000 claim. This was by no means 
satisfactory to Mr. Creichfield, and he voiced 
his disapproval by writing a book dealing 
with conditions in Central and South 
America.

Taken After 14 Story Chase. 


200,000 NAMES ON FILE. 


Tries to Bluff Postoffice’ Inspector but 
Lands in Jail.

New York, April 4.—[Special.]—Postoffice 
Inspectors Booth, Kincaid, and Reddin paid 
a visit to the offices of William George Mot- 
ley & Co. at 32 Broadwey, today, while a 
dozen clerks were opening the mall. Asthey 
stepped off the elevator, Motley stepped into 
a car going down, but Inspector Kincaid 
got aboard. At the ground floor Kincaid 
requested Motley to ascend again. 

‘“T beg your pardon, sir, but you must be 
an inspector,’’ said Motley.. “I know, old 
chap, but this has all been fixed up.” 


Big “Sucker” List Found. 

Kincaid could not find out with whom Mot- 
ley had fixed it up and made Motley go back 
to his offices on the fourteenth floor. In the 
offices was a “ sucker ”’ list. 

The “ sucker ” list, the postoffice inspectors 
said, was the most wonderful that they had 
ever seen. The names were kept in small 
cases covering an entire wall and were esti- 
mated to number 200,000. There was also a 
machine called an “addressograph,’’ in 
which to put in names from the “ sucker ”’ 
list, 300 at a time, and get them printed one 
by one on the latest “ touch ” letter.

In an effort to protect himself from losr

A. Comiskey, owner of the White Sox, has 
had each player insured with eae St. Louls 
company. 

This plan had been under consideration by 
the Old Roman ever since Sullivan was in- 
jured in California last year, and when 
Blackburne was put out of the game with 
a bad knee in Texas, it settled the question 
with the south side magnate. 

The insurance secured covers accidents, 
illness, or death from any cause. It is un- 
derstood several other major league clubs 
already have protected themselves of pro- 
pose to do so in the same manner. 

Robison First in Field. 

The plan of insuring ball players started 
when the late Stanley Robison of St Louis 
two years ago insured himself against the 
loss of the services of Bresnahan. The 
amount in the case of the Cardinals’ manager 
was said to have been $10,000. 

This set the magnates thinking and since 
that time they have been delving into the. 
merits of the scheme and have reached the, 
conclusion that the plan ie a good one. In- 
dications are that it will be the rule with all 
owners before another season passes. 

The policies taken out by Comiskey cal) 
for $5,000 in case of death from accident 
or illness and the other damages range as 
in most policies of the kind. In case a play- 
er is unable to play owing to illness or ac- 
cident, President Comiskey will receive $25 
per week so long as the athiete is out of 
the game. 

Policies Start on April 12. 

The date of the risk starts with the open- 
ing of the season and matures when the 
last inning of the last game of the year is 
played. In case a player received his dis- 
ability during the season and is unable to 
follow his usual vocation at its close, Comis- 
key may collect $25 per week from the risk 
agents for one year thereafter. 

A representative of the St. Louis com- 
pany was with Comiskey at Mineral Wells | 
in an effort to get the Old Roman interested, 
The plan was held in abeyance until Lena 
biackburne received the injury to his left 
knee, which will keep him out of the game 
perhaps for the balance of 1911. 

Then it was that Mr. Comiskey declared 
that he would take no more chances. Forth- 
with he got in communication with the St. 
Louls company, and now every Sox om the 
pay roll fs insured {n favor of his employer. 

Benefit Only Part of Salary. 

The amount received by the local magnate 
from the company in case of injury to his 
players would not come anywhere near the 
salaries the men are drawing, but it would 
help pay the trainer to take care of them. 
The amount of the premium paid for the 
extra risk was not stated by Mr. Comiskey. 

In the case of Blackburne or any one else 
injured before the season opens, the com- 
pany is not Hable. The Mability does not 
begin until the season opens on April 12.
